ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  :  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  ail  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  pro¬ 
portion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  of  standardization  of  such  a  factor 
will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the 
crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  com¬ 
pared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors 
for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison 
by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth  Annual  Report  in  conjuction  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  in  every  field  and  especially  with  regard  to  the 
provision  of  main  sewerage  facilities.  The  Council  continues  to  look  closely  into  the  possibilities  of 
sewering  further  areas  and,  not  withstanding  the  ever  rising  costs,  decided  to  proceed  with  a  further 
three  schemes  during  the  year. 

Private  house  building  in  the  area  gathered  momentum,  the  main  emphasis  being  on 
Worlingham  and  the  number  of  dwellings  improved  with  the  help  of  grants  again  increased. 

All  the  staff  have  given  loyal  service  and  my  Deputy,  Frank  Pooley,  has  continued  to  shoulder 
the  bulk  of  routine  Public  Health  work  from  which  stems  the  efficient  operation  of  the  department’s 
Public  Health  section.
